SATISFACTORY. 


LORD SALISBURY’S STATEMENT IN REGARD 
TO THE BULGARIAN QUESTION. 


Russia’s Position and Pregramme—Brad- 
laugh After the Prime Minister—A Lon- 
don Social Sensation— The German 
Crown Prince’s Condition—A Liberal. 
Unionist Victory—Government Success in 
the French Elections—Chaages in the 
German Army Commands — Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram tothe Post-Dispatch. 

LONDON, February 24.—Lord Salisbury s 
statement in regard to Bulgaria inthe House 
of Lords yesterday is considered satisfactory 
as regards the preservation of peace. The 
election of a Prince must, he said, by the Ber- 
lin treaty, be unanimous, He did not favor a 
conference on the subject, the ordinary dip- 
lomatic channels, in the opinion of the Pow- 
ers, being able to manage the question. Itis 
clear that England will notinterfere. At the 
same time the Premier plainly indicated that 
there had been considerable danger of a Eu- 
ropean war in consequence of Prince 
Ferdinand’s technical usurpation. Even 
now the danger is not entirely averted. 
Lord Salisbury’s policy undoubtedly 
has the support of the country, which fails to 
see what practical interest England has in 
Bulgarian affairs, although sympathy is un- 
doubtedly felt for the little people who have 
so gallantly fought for their liberties. Salis- 
bury plainly declares the question is one for 
the combined action ofthe Powers. Unfort- 
unately, as indicated, the difficulty is to get 
the Powers to agree, where unanimous con- 
sent is necessary, so long as Austria and Rus- 
sia consider their interests opposed. The 
policy of Russia is shown in the article in the 
Official Messenger yesterday. The Russian 
Government is determined to make any rule 
in Bulgaria, except her own, impossible. 
Having the Government rid of Alexander, she 
is working might and main 

TO OUST PRINCE FERDINAND, 
whom she characterizes as a usurper. Beyond 
this she is powerless for the present, knowing 
that Russian invasion of Bulgaria would be a 
casus belli to Austria. It is amusing to notice 
that Russia does not despise the aid of Tur- 
key to help bring Bulgaria to her feet. The 
imperial Government, we are informed, con- 
siders that the initiative of declaring a Prince 
of Bulgaria belongs to the Sultan as suzerain. 
As the Sultan’s sway in Bulgaria, since 
the treaty of Berlin, is a legal fic- 
the only gainer, if he acted 
way recommended, would be 
his arch enemy, the Czar. I understand the 
pacific tone of Salisbury’s speech is partly 
due to assurances received by Baron de 
Worms, when in Berlin, from Prince Bismarck, 
with whom he had an interview of nearly an 
bour's duratien. 
BKADLAUGH PERSISTENT. 

Bradlaugh continues to make every en- 
deavor to bring Salisbury’s charge of perjury 
to a court of law, but without success. Salis- 
bury is willing to accept the responsibility for 
the letter dated the Ist of December, which 
was not libelous, but notforthat of the 7th 
of December, which is, although both were 
written by his secretary at Salisbury’s 
dictation. Bradlaugh cailed Salisbury’s at- 
tention at the time to the incriminated letter, 
but he neither repudiated nor withdrew it. 
Therefore he maintains that Salisbury is not 
entitled to shrink from the consequences. It 
is a characteristic indication of Bradlaugh’s 
distrust of his opponent, that he registers the 
letters he writes him in order not to allow him 
a chance of saying he failed to receive them. 

MAJ. BURROUGHS’ CASE. 

Soctety here is greatly interested in the 
Police Court case in which Maj. Burroughs’ is 
charged with assaulting Lord Howard de 
Walden. Yesterday the Duke of Portland was 
examined. The Major and Lord de Walden 
married two sisters. The Lord is an idle, dis- 
solute fellow, formerly an amateur boxer, and 
got his nose broken. He has beenon bad terms 
with his wife. When she wasin a delicate state 
of health he made loud and angry scenes in 
the house tothe disgust of her family, who 
appear to have instigated Burroughs to give 
him athrashing. The public sympathize with 
the assailant, but there is much truth in the 
remark of Counsel Bisley that the case would 
have been disposed of in afew minutes if the 
men were a couple of coal-heavers. As it is, 
the case drags on, although the facts are not 
disputed. . 


THE GERMAN CROWN PRINCE. 


News of His Nephew’s Death Depresses the 
Royal Sufferer. 


SAN REMO, February 24.—A bulletin issued at 
midnight said: ‘‘The Crown Prince has passed 
a satisfactory day in all respects, and is con- 
siderably better. Dr. Mackenzie expresses 
himself as being exceedingly hopeful about 
his patient, and says the Prince reads, talks, 
and takes an interest in everything going on 
around him. The Prince has not yet been told 
of the death of his nephew, Prince Louis of 
Baden, because it is feared that the news 
would have an injurious effect upon him.“

LONDON, February 24.—The prospectus has 
been issued of the London Produce Clearing- 
House Company, (Limited.) This company, 
which has a capital of £1,000,000, proposes to 
place on a secure basis, by a system of 
deposits, dealing in produce for future de- 
-livery, the want of which has caused a con- 
siderabie diversion of English business to 
foreign markets. Coffee, sugar, metals, 
cotton, corn, seeds, etc., come within the 
sphere of the company. Among the names 
attached to the prospectus are those of the 
Barings, Rothschilds, Fruhling and Goschen, 
Hambros, Huths and Schroeders.

THE GOVERNMENT'S SUCCESS. 

PARIS, February 24.—Most of the Paris news- 
papers believe that the Government’s suc- 
cess in obtaining a majority in the Chamber of 
Deputies yesterday on the clause in the 
budget relating to the secret service, will en- 
able the Ministry to exist until the budget is 
adopted. The Matin says that when the bud- 
getis passed M. Tirard, Prime Minister and 
Minister of Finance, will propose the issue of 
a large loan in order to restore the financial 
equilibrium.

IMPORTANT ARMY CHANGES. 

BERLIN, February 24.—Important changes 
in the command of the army are expected to 
be made soon. It is reported that Gen. 
Count Von Waldersee will be transferred to 
to the Hanoverian Corps; that Gen. Haess- 
ler will succeed Gen. Von Waldersee as 
Quartermaster-General; that Gen. Von Blu- 
menthal will resign on account of old age, 
and will be appointed Inspector, and that 
Gen. Grollman will succeed Gen. Von Blumen- 
thal in the command of the Fourth Corps.

A LIMITED LOAN TO RUSSIA. 

VIENWA, February 24.—It is reported that a 
syndicate of French, Belgian and Dutch bank- 
ers has advanced to Russia the sum of $30,000, 
000, refusing to granta larger loan, unless the 
Bulgarian question is settled peacefully.

THE RAILWAY ACT. 

Orrawa, Ontario, February 24.—The chief 
government measure of the present session of 
Parliament will be a bill to consolidate and 
improve the railway act. The bill, it is said, 
will be based on the recommendation of the 
Royal Commission on Railways, who, it is un- 
derstood, advise the incorporation into the 
Dominion statutes of several of the provisions 
of the interstate commerce bill.

A GLOOMY DAY. 


The State of Affairs at Meunt Vernon, I. 
Two More Deaths.

WASHINGTON. 


HUNTINGTON’S LETTER TO THE HOUSE PA- 
CIFIC RAILROAD COMMITTEE. 


The Railway Magnate Enters a Written An- 
swer to a Question Asked During His Ex- 
amination—Commissioner Littler Before 
the Committee— Proceedings in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., February 24.—In re- 
sponse to invitation Messrs. Littler and An- 
derson of the Pacific Railroad Commission 
appeared before the House Committee on 
Pacific Railroads this morning. Commissioner 
Pattison was not presend, but is expected to 
appear at an early day. Before asking Mr. 
Littler to express bis view#érpon the Pacific 
Railroad question the Chairman presented 
and had placed on file a letter from Mr. Hunt- 
ington. Mr. Huntington, in his letter, 
calls attention to the fact that he was pre- 
vented by reason of interruptions from giving 


a full answer at bis last hearing to a question 
put as to what the Central Pacific Railroad had 
done towards paying its debt at maturity. 
Lest the committee suppose that he did not 
wish to make answer, he thinks it advisable 
(as there is a complete answer) to make it in 
writing. He says that thirteen years ago, ina 
letter to the Secretary of the Treasury, he 
pointed out thatthe Government transporta- 
tion was diminishing very much below the 
amounts the company had anticipated when 
the contract was entered into, and although 
some of his co-directors thought the Govern- 
ment could not collect anything under the act 
except the 5 p= cent of the net earnings an 
one-half of the service that the company did 
for the Government, yet he thought it best to 
establish asinking fund. 

Mr, Huntington refers to the bill introduced 
in 1876, looking to the return to the Govern- 
of the unsold land grants in part payment of 
the debt, and the diversion of the earnings 
frourGovernment transportation for the cre- 
ation ofasinkingfund. He says that some- 
thing of this kind would have been acceptable 
to the companies, but no action was taken. It 
was fortunate, perhaps, for the Central Pa- 
cific Company that its offer was not accepted, 
as the provisions wolud have proved a serious 
burden now that the Government business and 
the net earnings have both shrunk by the 
competition of other through lines. 

THE SINKING FUND. 

Mr. Huntington then tells how the directors 
ofthe company in 1878 resolved to create a 
sinking fund in their own treasury to meet its 
debt. It is now apparent, he says, that the 
money could not be made to earn 8 per cent 
as was anticipated. Nevertheless, a consid- 
erable fund would have accumulated by 1878. 
More than half the entire debt would have 
been paid, andthe whole would have been 
settled in the early part of the twentieth 
century, after which the whole net earnings 
would have gone to the stockholders, ‘‘so 
that whetber my assertion was 
right or not would have made 
but little difference, says Mr. Huntington. 
Continuing, he says that the passage of the 
Thurman act foliowed,and ‘‘this, of course, 
put an end to the company’s own voluntary 
efforts, as we could not pay the money into 
the United States Treasury, and also invest it 
elsewhere, Congress thus took the matter 
into its own hands, and the result has been to 
impound a considerable sum in the United 
States Treasury, which ought to have been 
earning 5 or 6 per cent, but which has virtually 
earned nothing—as it is to-day doubtful wheth- 
er as many dollars will be gotten outofthe 
fund as has been paidinto it by the company. 

„Finally it was not possible forthe Central 
Pacific Company to repay the Uuited States 
loan and the interest upon it, and at the same 
time to take care of its first mortgage bonds 
and interest thereon, within the short space of 
thirty years—uniless it had control of the traffic 
of the territory it traversed. When it became 
clear that other er to the Pacific, 
more liberally aid than the first road, were 
soon to be completed, it was evident that 
both the first mortgage and the subordinate 
liens must be Soe for avery long time. 
For reasons which were no doubt satisfactory 
the Government Impaired the earning ca- 
pacity of the road, and thereby its security 
for the debt. This isa matter over which the 
Government had control and in equity it 
ought not now to seek to make the impair- 
ment good at the expense of the party injured 
by it—viz., the company.

BOOMING TAE SOUTHEAST, 


Opening of the Immigration Convention 
This Morning at Clinton, Mo. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-DisrA TOR. 

CLINTON, Mo., February 24.—As anticipated 
the Southwest Missouri Immigration Conven- 
tion here to-day is the most important one 
ever held in this section of the State and is 
well attended. Early Wednesday delegates be- 
gan coming in from all directions 
to secure room for to-day, and 
the stream of inflowing had constantly 


increased until yesterday at 2 o’clock. It was 
the gala day for Clinton and all Southwest 
Missouri. Altogether there were about five 
hundred representative business men of 
the State elegated to the convention, 
while . there was a large number 
other than delegates in attendance. 
The number of delegates from the different 
counties range from six to sixty in number, 
Preceded by the Harrisonville, Windsor and 
Clinton bands the greater number of the 
delegates marched en masse to the Opera- 
house at 10 o’clock a. m.

THE POLICE BEGIN THE USUAL SPRING 
CLEANING OF THE CITY. 


William Clark, Alias Skippy Dean, Makes

As to the cause of small-pox in this and the 
2 county. There are several rumors 
as tothe cause, but the theory accepted by 
most is that a young lady residing near Green- 
top, in Schuyler County, was on her way on 
the train to Kirksville. She saw a strange 
woman aboard the train, sitting on the seat 
before her, her face so covered up that she 
could not distinguish her features, or even do- 
termine at first whether she was a man or 
a woman, for even her body was almost 
completely covered up with wraps. She soon 
became aware that the woman was sick, but 
of course had no idea with what disease she 
was afflicted. The young lady made a short 
stay in Kirksville, and returned to her home 
near Greentop in Schuyler County. In due 
course of time she was taken sick witha fever. 
It was not known at first what ailed her, and 
many persons called to see her and thus the 
disease got scattered through the neighbor- 
hood. Some of thé children of the district school 
took it and being confined in a close room 
with others it is supposed that they gave it to 
them. Itis reported that one girl went to 
school even after the fever was on her, and 
fainted in the school room. As nearly as can 
be estimated there are twenty-five cases in 
Adair County and five in Schuyler, near the 
north line of Adair. There has been 
but one death, and that was a lady who 
was pregnant atthetime and died from mis- 
carriage. The doctors who have treated these 
cases of smali- pox, so far as known to the un- 
dersigned, are Dr. Parish, who was first 
called to seeaMr. Smith livingin Schuyler 
County, and on 12 that he had the 
small-pox refused to treat bim further. Dr. 
Avery of Queen City then took the oase and 
has suceessfully treated the case of Mr. Smith 
and four ore of his family who have since 
taken the disease. Dr. Wilson of Greentop, 
Mo., has attended about twenty-five cases of 
small-pox in Adair County and lost but one, 
the lady before alluded to, whose death was 
caused by miscarriage; brought on by small- 
pox. He attended the first case, and has been 
the chief physician in these cases. The 
County Court of Adair County has 
done nothing, as they say they have 
no power under the existing laws to 
do anything. The City Council of Kirks- 
ville have done all in their power to prevent 
the spread of the disease. A Board of Health 
has been appointed under the Oity charter. 
Every person known to be exposed has been 
vaccinated, and everything that was possible 
was done to prevent the spread of the disease, 
and isolate those who were known to be affiict- 
ed orexposed. We think that we now have it 
thoroughly under control, The disease is in 
thecountry atfarm houses and not in the 
towns as reported, savea single case at Mil- 
lard in the southern part of the county. There 
has been as nearly as I have been able to esti- 
mate, about one thousand persons vaccinated. 
Ihave vaccinated over a hundred myself. I 
ordered vaccine virus from Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Columbia, Mo. It was some 
time before virus could be obtained, 
but at last I received it from Columbia, 
and used it with excellent success. 
think it failed in a single instance. Too much 
cannot be saidof the value of vaccination. 
In every case where persons exposed were 
vaccinated they had the disease only in the 
mildest form. One-half of the cases now re- 
ported are those who have been vaccinated , 
and it is said that their cases are very mild.’

A GOOD MAN GONE. 


DEATH OF w. w. CORCORAN, THE WELI- 
KNOWN PHILANTHROPIST. 


A Lingering Illness Which Ended This Morn- 
ing—Interesting Sketch of the Distin- 
guished Washingtonian—Mr. Corcoran’s 
Munificent Public Gifts and Great Chari- 
ties— His Quiet Home Life. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., February 24.—William 
Wilson Corcoran died at half-past 6 o’clock 
this morning. 


The Dead Philanthropist. 


Here is a pen picture of this grand old man 
drawn by one wno saw him on bis last birth- 
day, December 27, 1887—the day he celebrated 
the completion of his eighty-ninth year: 
„Tall, straight and broad-shouldered, in a 
decade more he will have outlived three gen- 
erations of men, and his mind is to-day as 
clear as the watersof the Fountain of Perpet- 
ual Youth, which he seems to have sipped. 
His body, barring his slight paralytic stroke, 
works as wellas when, years ago, he was one 


of the best horseback riders in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. His digestion does not 
trouble him and he sleeps like a plough-boy. 
He has a remarkable head. Large, 
full-featured and handsome, its fore- 
head is broad, high and intellectual. Its 
nose is straightand the mouth firm, but pleas- 
ant. His jaw is as strong as that of Sam Ran- 
dall, but it is more clean in its cut, and the 
lines about it are more gentie. Mr. Corcoran’s 
mustache is of frosted silver, and his features

show all the signs of culture. He dresses in 
exquisite taste, and there is no better picture 
of the fashionable gentleman of to-day. His 
clothes are of the finest material and the latest 
cut, though there is 838 snobbish or strik - 
ing about them, and his only ornament is the 
coral pin in his dark necktie.’’ 
SKETCH OF HIS LIE. 

Mr. Corcoran was born in Georgetown. His 
father was Mayor of that" village when 
Washington had noexistence and Mr. Corco- 
ran holds neo ag | his valued possessions to- 
day the house in which ne first saw light, 
and in his will he has expressed a desire that 
the old home be kept in the family. He 
started business life very young, having had a 
taste of classical education and a short term 
at the Georgetown College. At 16 years of agd 
when bis father had been appointed by Presi- 
dent Madison Postmaster of Georgetown, he 
left school, contrary to his father’s wishes, 
and went into the dryzoods store of his broth- 
ers, James and Thomas Corcoran. His ability 
became so apparent that they established him 
two years later inastore of his own and he 
succeeded well untilthe panic of 1823, when 
on one day $28,000 of his bills receivable went 
to protest. The result was hefailed. He was 
at this time W years of age, and he compro- 
mised with some of his creditors at 50 per cent, 
and from others received « discharge in full. 
In 1847, however, he had madea second for- 
tune, and he then computed the interest due 
from himself and his brothers to each of these 
creditors, and, adding this to the principal, he 
paid the sum in full, which was then more 
than double the original amount. From dry 
goods he went to banking, first as an employe 
and afterwards as partner, and for years the 
firm of Corcoran & Riggs stood as high in 
Washington,as that of the Rothschilds in Lon- 
don. He took charge of the Mexican loans wnen 
no one else would handle them, and placed a 

art of them in six of the wealthiest houses in 

ondon. He bought United States securities 
himself and made a fortune out oftheir rise 
whenthe New York bankers predicted that 
the country was going toruin. Oneof his 
characteristics was to have an immediate an- 
swertoany proposition, business or other- 
wise, and of knowing his own mind and eay- 
ing it. In 1854 thefirm of Corcoran & Riggs 
was dissolved, and at this time Mr. Corcoran 
retired from active business. During the last 
eneration hehas only attended to his own 
ortune, to the cultivation of his mind and to 
the disposition of his millions to charity. 

PRESIDENTS HE KNEW. 

He told a friend one time: I have known 
all the Presidents since Washington, I was 
born, you know, the year before Washington 
died, and I saw Jefferson while he was in the 
White House. His business agent, Mr. John 
Barnes, resided at Georgetown, and President 
Jefferson often rode overtosee him. He sat 
his fiery horse well, and he would gallop up 
the street and throw the bridle over the post 
in front of the store. I afterwards visited him 
at Monticello and became somewhat 
acquainted with his great ability. ISaw John 
Adams at his home in Quincy, Mass. Ire- 
member he was lying on the lounge when I 
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came in. He gave me iis hand and, during my 
chat with him,I found his mind brigut and clear 
He referred to his old ege and, pointing to his 
weakened body, said: My physical house is 
out of order and the landlord has warned me 
that he will make no further repairs.’ Presi- 
dent MadisonI knew well during his Presi- 
dency and I have visited him at Montpelier, 
Dolly Madison and myself were acquainted for 

ears, and John Quincy Adams did his bank- 
ng business with me. As for such young men 
as Polk, Pierce and Buchanan, I of course 
knew them, and during the tour I took 
through Europe in 1655, President Filmore was 
with me.’’ 

THE HOUSE MR. CORCORAN OOCUPIED 
for the last years of his life was 
once owned by Daniel Webster. It was 
bought for the statesman by his Boston 
friends when he was Secretary of State. When 
Webster left the Cabinet he found that he 
could not afford to keep up 80 expensive an 
establishment and Mr. Oorcoran became its 
owner. He also became Daniel Webster’s 
banker, and Webster went to Corcoran when- 
evar he was in need of money. As he grew 
older his debts became greater, and one day, 
after he had made his extraordin speech on 
the Missouri Compromise in the Senate, Mr. 
Webster received a package of papers from 

Corcoran containing the  cancella- 
all his indebtedness to him. 
Corcoran mansion is grander 
now than it was when Webster dined 
and wined the diplomats within it.

Mr. Corcoran married adaughter of Com- 
modore Morris, U. S. N., in opposition to the 
Commodore’s ‘wishes. Louise was the only 
child born of this union. She married Mr. 
Eustis of Louisiana, then in Congress, and died 
of consumption in 1870, leaving two sons and a 
daugbter. Her father founded in commem- 
oration of her one of the most peculiar chari- 
table institutions in the world—the Louise 
Home. His sympathies were with the Seces- 
sionists and with the old aristocratic and 
slaveholding regime. He dedicated this beau- 
tiful home to the care of the women of wealth 
and ‘‘gentle blood’’ who had been impover- 
ished by the war.

THE COTTONSEED OIL TRUST, 


Objections of the Trust’s Attorney to the 
Investigation Overruled, 


NRW YorK, February 24.—She Senate In- 
vestigating Committee took the Cottonseed 
Ol) Trust to-day. This Trust made no effort to 
conceal its real status. Before the examina- 
tion of witnesses was begun Lawyer Elihu 
Root, on behalf of the Trust, objected 
to the investigation on these grounds: 
The Trust has only to do with 


cottonseed ofl; no cottonseed is grown 
or the oil produced in this State; the corpora- 
tion was notformed inthis State but in Ar- 
kansas; only three of the nine trustees live in 
this State; no combination or agreement has 
been made in thiq State; cotton-seed oil is not 
an article of general consumption, and it is 
not within the scope of the committee to in- 
vestigate the Trust; the committee has no 
more to do with the Trust than it would have 
with a Connecticut wool mill or Western 
railroad.’’ 

The Committee overruled the objections,and 
called John Scott, one of the Trustees, to the 
witness stand. He said: There are seventy or 
eighty companies in the Trust; last year’s 
crop was 700,000 tons, of which the compan 
controlled 530, 000 tons; 274% per cent of the oil 
was exported. The balance was used for soap, 
safety lamps for miners and as a lubricant. 
The several firms made monthly reports, 
which are investigated by employes of the 


Trust. 

The capital stock ofthe Trust is fixed at 
$41,700, nominally. A dividend of 4 per 
cent has been declared. As thestock sold 
for 85 per cent, the dividend was act- 
ually about 12 per cent. The combined 
stock of the companies entering the 
combine was less than half of the stock of the 
Trust. Witness thought that since the forma- 
tion of the Trust in 1885, the price of 
cotton-seed had risen. Atthattime the mills 
were on the verge of bankruptcy, and some of 
them had shut down.

To-day the Recorder of Voters received from 
the printer the first batch of the new poll- 
books. The ‘‘copy’’ was given to the printer 
one day ahead of the promised time, so that 
the books will all be prepared in good time 
to examine them before distribution. Only 
fifteen copies of the registration books 
will be printed. The firm doing the work is 
under contract not to print any others. The 
investigations in the contests now before the 
courts, according to claims of the contestants, 
go to show that before 10:30a. m. on the day 
of election, in November, 18686, 508 fraudulent 
votes were cast. This was rendered possible 
by the fact that numerous copies of the 
registration books were in the posses- 
sion at unscrupulous politicians who saw that 
the names were voted on when it was possibie. 
The new books contain the names of 62,882 
qualified voters, a considerable decrease since 
October, 18686, when the books contained 70,000 
names as the registrations of qualified voters. 
The showing made in the various stages of 
purifying the registration, a work that has 
finally been successfully accomplished, not- 
withstanding the violent o i encoun- 
tered, may not be uninte g.

THE STRANGE CAS OF GEORGE STEARNS, 
AN ALLEGED BURGLAR. 


| 


Detectives Identify the Prisoner as George 
Bagley, a Notorieus Cracksman—Stearns’ 
Pilea to Prove That a Mistake Has Been 
Made and Upen Which His Sentence De- 
pends—Warden Brush of Sing Sing to the 
Rescue. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

New YORE, February &.—A strange ease of 
probably mistaken identity is that of George 
Stearns, a prisoner in the Hudson County Jail ' 
in Jersey Oity. Although he in 56 years old 
andin bad health he narrowly missed being 
sent to the State Prison at Trenton for fifteen 
years on suspicion of being & notorious burg- 
lar named George Bagley, Stearns was iden- 
tified as Bagley by the Jersey City police, 
Detectives swore positively that Stearns 
was merely an alias of Bagley, and 
that he had recently been discharged 
from Sing Sing prison, where he served a 
ten-year term for burglary. All this Stearns 
stoutly denied. In response to his appeal to 
Warden A. A. Brush of Sing Sing, State De- 
tective Jas. Jackson of the prison was sent 
over to the Jersey City Jail to see Stearns. The 
detective, after along conversation with the 
prisoner, became convinced that he had never 
been an inmate of the prison during the past 
twenty years. Stearns was given a week in 
which to disprove the charge which Mr. Jack- 
son has exploded. He may be sent to Tren- 
ton after all, but it will be for seven, instead 
of fifteen years. There is some room for doubt 
that he should be sent to prison at all. His 
experience is at least a good temperance lect- 
ure, and it has many romantic, if not pa- 
thetic phases. 

STEARNS’ OFFENSE. 

Stearns was arrested February 7 in the 
Pennsylvania Railroad station at Jersey City 
while drunk. It is claimed that Thomas Rut- 
ledge, a train boy, saw him acting sus- 
piciously around one of the Pullman cars. 
The boy thinks he saw Stearns hanging 
around the station on the same day that the 
dress suit of ex-Attorney-General Wayne Mo- 
Veagh was stolen from a Pennsylvania sleep- 
ing car. Detective Pete“ Morris of the rail- 
way service, was notified and took Stearns into 
custody, On searching him a package oontain- 
ing a steel ‘‘jimmy,’’ a bunch of skeleton keys 
and a number of pawn tickets were found in 
his possession. The prisoner was taken to the 
Gregory street Police Station, where he 
claimed the package was given him to hold by 


a stranger with whom he had been drinking. 
This story was laughed at bythe police, and 
one of the officers reported him saying: ‘‘I’m 
ate for five or ten years for this, I suppose. 

Ll never get over t either,for I’m an old 
man now.’ 

Stearns denies that he made any such state- 
ment or that he confessed that he had beena 
burglar for thirty-three years. Several offi- 
cers testified to his suspicious actions in and 
around the railroad station on former occa- 
sions, on one of which $400 was stolen from 
under a pillow in a sleeping-car. The prisoner 
declared he had never been in Jersey Oity be- 
fore the evening on which he was arrested, 
when arraigned before Justice Stilsing. He 
denied ever having been in Sing Sing, not- 
withstanding the claim that his picture is in 
the rogues’ gallery in this city. His case was 
tried in the Hudson County Court of Special 
Sessions, and there was nothing left for him 
to do but plead puts to having burglars’ 
tools in his possession. 

A DRAMATIO SCENE. 

Last Friday was sentence day in the Special 
Sessions in Jersey ping and Judge Lippincott 
inaugurated his new term, after being sworn 
in by the County Clerk, by sentencing Stearns 
to seven years’ imprisonment in the Trenton 
Prison. . 

„Why not make it a life sentence?’’ ex- 
claimed Stearns when he heard this. I am 
too old to live through seven years anyway.’’ 

The prisoner dramatically protested his in- 
nocence, and solemly assured the Justice that 
the stories of his past misdeeds were false. 
Begging for mercy he asked that an investiga- 
tion be made before he was sent to prison, 
from which be could not hope to come out 
alive. !

There was no time to be lost, and Stearns 
set at work to prove that he was not an ex- 
convict. He had already written to Warden 
Brush telling him that he was accused of being 
Geo. Bagley. The prison records show that 
only fourmen named Bagley have ever been 
inmates of the institution, and they are all 
young men—John, Anthony and Benton, The 
authorities know the whereabouts of all of 
them, and Stearns could not possibly be 
mistaken for any of them. Warden Brush 
was down with rheumatism when Stearns’ 
first letter was received and he deputized his 
secretary to write for fuller particulars. In 
the meantime Stearns had received his notice 
of a week’s grace, and in a second letter he 
implored the warden to help him to disprove 
the charge that he is an ex-convict. State De- 
tective Jackson was requested to visit the 
Hudson County Jail and see if he could 
recognize Stearns as a former ward of Sing 
Sing. The Post-DISPATCH correspondent was 
talking with Stearns through the bars of the 
corridor in the jail, when Mr. Jackson 
quietly came in and stood for a long 
while closely scrutinizing the prisoner while 
he told his story to the reporter. Then De- 
tective Jackson quizzed the man. He cross- 
examined him for fully ten minutes as he had 
been informed that Stearns might be a man 
who was sent 3 Sing a dozen years or 
more ago onthe evidence of Detective Von 
Grechten. But allthe queries were frankly 
answered by Stearns, who had no idea what- 
ever that he was talking with the man whom 
Warden Brush had sent down to identify him 
if he could. 

NOT GEORGE BAGLEY. 

„That man never was in Sing Sing, I am sat- 
isfied,’’ emphatically stated Detective Jack- 
son to the} PosT-DISPATCH correspondent, af - 
ter the interview was concluded. ‘‘I would 
stake my life that he has not been in Sing 
Sing since I wentthere in 1866. He reminds 
me some ofa burglar who went by the name 
of Smith, who was sent up there fifteen years 
ago. But I’ve looked him all over, and am 
convinced that he is not the man, and I would 
swear that I never saw that face before. I 
shall make that report to Warden Brush.“ 

The testimony is conclusive, so far as it ro- 
lates to the charge that Stearns has been a 
Sing Sing convict. Detective Jackson has 
never been mistaken in a face. He is one of 
the most remarkable men in the country in 
remembering faces. Hardly a week passes 
when he is not called before some court or 
other to identify a man. 

Stearns, who says he is 56, looks a score of 
years older than that. His features must have 
undergone a great change, but not sufficient 
to destroy his identity. he correspond- 
ent, who had a long ik v= him, 
was told: ‘I was rn n Ire- 
land and came over with me! folks 
when very young. I was married, but m 
wife died years ago. Since then I have floate 
about the West and South tending bar and 
doing what I could. I drove a hack in Chicago 
for several years. Two weeks before my ar- 
rest I came to NewYork and stopped at cheap 
lodging-places. Igotto drinking, and in a 
saloon near the Bowery fell in with a man and 
we got drunk together. He was going to Phil- 
adelphia and wanted me to go and we crossed 
to Jersey City to take the train.

THE OPIUM RING, 


Important Discoveries by the New York and 
Havana Authorities. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcu. 

New York, February %4.—The Spanish Con- 
sulate General at New York has been cabling 
to Havana for information bearing on the 
opium frauds committed between New York 
and that port, and has obtained statistics and 
reports of the Havana opium imports for the 
last three years. The Oonsul-General sent to 
the Oollector yesterday a report, written in 


n ing the results of an {nvestiga- 
tion, Ve of that report and oth 
which are —— come from 
Havana, in conjunction with the out- 
come of the investigation here, proceedings 
are likely to be based which will make thin 
lively for certain New York handlers of the 
drug. The Spanish Government is naturally 

ous to find out what proportion of the 
enormous nominal export from New York to 
Havana really getato Havana. Perhaps be- 
fore the investigation is ended there will be 
another shaking up on the vessels of the 
Ward Steamship Line, 

While the Spanish Consul and the customs 
authorities here are reticent as to the 
actual results of the investigation 80 
far, is known that 1 
there have been withdrawn in the last four 

ears from bonded stores of opium im 
n this city, ostensibly for re-exportation to 
Havana, 150,000 pounds of oplum, and that the 
amount actually bonded at Havana durin 
that time has n in the neighborhood o 
18,000 pounds. If the odd 182,000 pounds have 
been smuggled back and were refined opium, 
dutlable at $10 a pound, then Uncle Sam has 
Jost $1,320,000. Ifthey were crude opium the 
loss of duty is $182,000.

SUIT. 

It was learned yesterday that Carter, Rollins 
& Ledyard, representing James E. Ward & 
Co., owners of the steamship Olenfugos, 
which was libeled and bonded at Havana in 
October because eight cases of opium were 
found secreted aboard of her, which were not 
on the manifest, have brought suit against 
McKesson & Robbins for $7,500, the amount 
paid by the Ward to the Spanish Government 
for the release of their ship. The suit was 
brought early in January,but Mr. Ledyard has 
been adverse to giving it publicity. When 
asked yesterday why the Wards sued McKes- 
son & Robbins, he onl miled and said that 
would come out on the trial, and pending the 
investigation of the — 11 opium frauds by 
Collector Magone, he would then tell why Mc- 
Kesson & bbins figured as defendants 
inthesuit. Lawyer Thos, N. Outhbert for 
McKesson & Robbins said he had until the 
end of the month to answer the com 
plaint. He added: 1 understand that the 
withdrawals of opium from bond have been 
found to be in excess of the actual exports to 
Havana. That may beso. The point is, how- 
ever, that all our opium got to Havana.’’ 

It is averred that 800, 000 is spent eve 
for opium in our Chinatown. ott, 
and all the streets in that neighborhood wil 
be ransacked for smuggled oplum. Wong 
Chin Foo has sent a letter to the customs au- 
thorities saying that he can ferret out the 
opium smugglers among his people, but he 
demands 50 per cent of the value of seizures. 
Collector Magone and Chief Holahan of the 
special Treasury agents think Wong Chin 

oo’s terms are pretty steep and they add 
that they are not authorized to hire him.

A CLEVER SWINDLER WHO OBTAINED 
GOODS ON FORGED ORDERS, 


Brentano Brothers’ Name Attached to Bo- 
gus Orders for Valuable Goods—Detect- 
woes, After Months of Hard Work, Fall to 
Trace the Culprit—A Post-Dispatch Cor- 
respondent Captures James F. Keefe, the 
Swiadler. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

Nuw Tonk, February 2#4.—Brentano Broth- 
ers, the Union Square publishers and book- 
sellers, have been troubled since last Octo- 
ber by amysterious individual who has ob- 
tained goods all over town on forged orders, 
signed with their firm name. Hundreds of 
dollars’ worth of books, musica) instruments 
and other valuable property have been se- 
cured by the culprit, and among the firms 
who have been robbed are the Scribners, the 
Putnams, the Lockwoods, and nearly all the 
other prominent publishing houses in the 
trade. Wyckoff, Seaman & Benedict of 
No. 839 Broadway lost a Remington type- 
writer a few days ago, and later Henry O. 
Dobson, a dealer in musical instruments at 
No. 1270 Broadway, delivered a book on one of 
the forged orders. The thief never received 
the goods from the dealers in person, but 
would employ a messenger to take in the 
orders and would wait for his plunder on the 
outside. It was evident from the chirography 
of his forged orders that the writer was ac- 
quainted with the business of the Brentanos 
and recently their orders have been signed 
with their firm nameinarubber stamp. The 
police were set to work on the case and 
the Brentanos employed private detective 
talent, but the only clew obtained to 
the robber was a meagre description 
of his appearance given by R. 8. Hall of No. 
863 Bowery, who remembered having made 
the rubber stamp for a young man about 21 
years of age, well dressed and with a peculiar 
twinkle in his eye. Mr. Hall worked for the 
Brentanos about fifteen years ago and there- 
fore paid particular attention to the manufact- 
ure of a stamp bearing their name. 

A OLEW. 

Frank McKeever, a district messenger boy, 
living at No. 504 West Fifty-fifth street, also 
furnished a description of the swin- 
dler. The latter had met the messenger 


on the street and employed him to present one 
of the forged orders toa book firm. The firm 
had been previously notified to look out for 
torgeries of the Brentano Brothers name, and 
gave the messenger a dummy package. They 
followed him intothe street but the swindler 
tumbled to them and ran for dear life. The 
real robber was detected yesterday through 
chance by the Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
and turned over to the police. At the time of his 
arrest he had in his possession a $40 music- 
box, obtained by his peculiar methods, trom 
the Olean an & Music Company at No. 881 
Broadway. ben searched pawn tickets 
for other stolen articles were found in 
his ockets. The attention of the 
Post-DisPaATCH man was first attracted 
to the rascal on Broadway yesterday after- 
noon. Asmall boy met him on the street 
and gave him a big package. The two walked 
tothe corner of Fourteenth street and the 
young man sent the boy up-stairs on an er- 
rand. The momentthe boy was well out of 
sight, the young man boarded a north-bound 
Broadway car. The circumstances were 80 
suspicious that the reporter waited for the 
small boy to come down-stairs. He came 
down shortly with a ciroular in his hand and 
looked forthe youag man. When told that 
he had taken a car up-town he told the re- 
porter the following: ‘‘Il was yoing 
up-town when that young fellow met 
me and he gave mea paper to take into the 
music store on the next block.

A DRAMATIC SCENE IN ACOURT-ROOM AT 
BANGOR, ME. 


End of the “Great Bennett Case”—Foster, a 

Stylish and Gentlemanly New Yorker, 
Startles Court, Lawyers and Audience by 
Pleading Guilty to the Robbery of Peter 
Bennett, an Old Miser. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcn. 

BANGOR, Me., February 24.—One of the most 
dramatic scenes that.ever occurred in a court- 
room in this orany other city was the talk of 
the people of Bangor last night. It will be 
remembered thaton the nightof the 4th day 
of December last one of the greatest and most 
sensational robberies that ever took place in 
New England was committed in an old farm- 
house, situated two miles from the quiet little 
hamlet of East Newport and on an unfre- 
quented road. Here lived a miserly old 
farmer named Peter Bennett, who all 
his life had half starved himself, his 
family and the poor dumb animals in his 
dilapidated barns for the sake of adding dol- 
lar after doliar to the hoard which he kept in 
an old wooden trunk in his bedroom. On the 
night mentioned Bennett was awakened from 
his slumbers by a terrible blow in the face, 
and at the same time was dragged out upon 
the floor where, during the firing of revolvers 
and a general hubbub, he was terribly beaten 
on the head and left unconscious on the floor, 
bleeding from fully a dozen scalp wounds. 
The men, for there were two who attacked him, 
escaped with about $33,000 in bank notes, gold 
and silver, his savings of a lifetime. The 
other occupants of old Bennett’s house, 
aroused by the commotion, found him on the 
floor and physicians*were around him all that 
night and the next day. He is now just about 
recovering from his terrible injury. 

THE TREASURE GONE. 
The next day his old trunk was found out in 


‘could be discovered of.the money. The news 
of this robbery created the most intense ex- 
citement in Maine and every other New En- 
gland State. A cloud of detectives: swept 
down on the quiet little place from Boston 
and the newspapers printed column after 
column of theories and other matter in rela- 
tion to the Great Bennett Case. Somedays 
afterwards two men were arrested on the bor- 
ders of the State just as they were about to 
cross over to Canada. No one in the vicinity 
knew them, but they acted strangely, and 


upon being searched some . 000 was found 
upon their persons. The money had blood 
stains upon it, and around it were pieces of 
old red such as Bennett had used in 
tying up Ua bundies of greenbacks. The men 
were brought to Bangor, were arraigned, 
pleaded not guilty, but after a hearing were 
placed under bonds amounting to $120,000 to 
appear here at the present February term of 
court. The enormous bonds created another 
sensation in the great list of surprises con- 
nected with the case. Nothing like it was ever 
known in New England, and prominent legal 
gentlemen everywhere discussed the case 
with the utmost interest. Such bonds could 
not be obtained and the man was remanded 
to jail. The leader of the two was Clarence 
Whitney. He is the son of a poor, hard- 
working Free Baptist preacher living 
in a littie-village a few miles from Bangor. Be- 
ing of a roving disposition he left home 
early, and it would be difficult to find a 

lace inthe country where he bas not been.

miner down in New Mexico and a horse-car 
driver in New York. His latest exploits bad

CONCEALMENT OF HIS IDENTITY 

He gives the name of James Foster, and it has 
been shown beyond a doubt that he is from 
New York. Heis a handsome young fellow, 
very gentlemanly and with refined features. 
He is splendidly built and has curling black 
hair and a small black mustache. Three New 
York men have been here to see him during 
his incarceration, and as each of them ap- 
proached his cell his first words would be:

A murmur of expectancy 
and excitement ran over the crowd, which was 
increased to almost a roar when the 
men entered. They walked coolly into 
the prisoner’s dock, taking their seats, 
while the crowd surged against the 
dock as ifto break into it. Foster was ele- 
gantly dressed and looked very swell, even 
when ornamented with irons. The iadies in 
the court-room game upon him with unmis- 
takable signs of admiration. The prisoners 
stood up while the clerk read the long indict- 
ment. Finally that official said: James Fos- 
ter, what say you to this charge? Are yon 
guilty or not guilty?’’ 

Foster answered in a firm voice,

As the word fell from his mouth a great 
**Oh!’’ arose from the crowd, and they looked 
from one to another in utter astonishment, 
Then the Chief Justice started from his seat 
and the lawyers looked thunderstruck and 
waited to see if he had made a mistake. The 
effect upon Whitney was most noticeable. He 
grew perfectly white in the face and support- 
ed himself by leaning against the side of the 
dock.

It appears from the story that on Friday 
8 last, Gertie, the 15-year-old daughter 
of R. J. Walker, a leading and prosperous cit- 
izen of Osceola, visited a young friend in the 
town, after promising her mother that she 
would return home early. The girl left her 
friend at 8:80 in the evening and was on her 
way home, when near an old deserted build- 
ing she was seized,a shawl pulled over her 
shoulders and head and she was dragged into 
the cellar. Her hands were then bound and 
she was told that if she made any out- 
cry she would be killed. She was then 
asked if she knew who had her; upon her re- 
plying in the negative she was told that her 
captor was one Will Greenwalt. Then her 
captor, keeping the shaw! tight over her head, 
led her out and up several streets, finally 
taking her into the building in which the 
Wage-Earners’ Journal is printed. Her captor 
leaving her, Gertie made no outcry, but ob- 
taining a knife from her pocket by pulling her 
dress around, cutthe cords that bound her, 
for the adductor had tied her ankles to- 
gether and laid her on a pile of ex- 
changes. After freeing herself, which she 
accomplished just as morning dawned, Gertie 
escaped from the building and ran home. 
She told her story, not omitting to state that 
no violence had been done to her person, and 
then she was prostrated by fright and nerv- 
ousness.

The plan was about to be 
adopted when, us before detailed, the child 
returned, and from searching for Gertie, the 
scene in aninstant changed toa wild chase 
for the abductor. W. A. Kinsloe, the eldest 
-son of the editor, aged 18 years, was the guilty 
one. He eluded his pursuers until noon, when 
he was captured and lodged in jail, that course 
being thought advisable on account of the ex- 
cited condition of the people. He was un- 
armed, and did not even own a pistol. 

Says his father in the little sheet: ‘‘The ex- 
citement is not tobe wondered at, for the 
knowledge as to who committed theact and 
the return ofthe child followedso quickly, 
that no time was given forthe people to grow 
more calm, even though many knew Gertie 
had not been seriously harmed. The high 
state of feeling being only anatural result 
following the commission of a heinous crime— 
believed to have been committed—we have 
neither anyright norany desire to censure. 
Bad as it is, we thank God it is no worse. 

BFFECT OF TRASHY LITERATURE. 

Editor Kinsloe went to the jail to see his boy. 
The latter said his plan was to keep the girl 
until a reward was offered for her return. 
Trashy literature, which he Had been in the 
habit of reading with other boys, had inflamed 
his mind. He accused nobody of co-opera- 
tion with him in the abduction and says he 
was under the influence of liquor at the time 
He asserts that he never thought of doing the 
girl any violence, his only purpose being to 
hide her until a reward was offered for her re- 
turn. How he was to obtain the money 
without criminating himself he seems not to 
have considered, the scheme having been 
worked out only so far as cee: gag Yn veg 
of the girl and the securing of a hiding place. 
After placing ber in the building and still 
somewhat under the effeets of liqnor, he, in 
order to wear off its effects, ran twice to the

Share Emeth’s Probable Withdrawal From 
the American Hebrew Union—Suburban 
Episcopalian Movements — Explanation 
of Rev. Joseph De Forest’s Connection 
With Cabanne Place—A Methodist Edi- 
tor Backward on Ventilation—Sunday 
Subjects. 


There is a well-grounded suspicion that Con- 
gregation Shaare Emeth of this city will with- 
draw from the Hebrew Union. The union in- 
cludes the leading congregations of the coun- 
try and supports the Union Hebrew College of 
Cincinnati, Shaare Emeth has belonged to it 
for a dozen years and always has been consid- 
ered one of its staunchest supporters. The 
cause of this defection, it ig said, has much 
to do with the President of the college, Rabbi 
Wise. He is also editor of the American Is- 
raelite of Cincinnati, in which has for some 
time been appearing correspondence from 
St. Louis, animadverting upon Shaare Emeth. 
The correspondence is understood to be the 
product of a learned rabbiand his wife, and 
though confessedly brilliant and worthy the 
intellect of the alleged authors it opened up 
old woundsin a way that proved very offensive 
to Shaare Emeth, which at the approaching 
annual meeting will take steps to get outside 
the union. It is further stated that the con- 
gregation is not prepared to indorse many of 
Dr. Wise’s acts as President.
